TOURISM AND AUTO FUEL ECONOMY 

Committee on Commerce: Committee ordered favor- 
ably reported an original bill to provide minimum na- 
tl( wr u 1 cctmooi y performance standards and to es- 
tablish an automotive research and development pro- 
gram. As approved by the committee, the bill would 
authorize $1 million for fiscal year 1976; $750,000 for 
tire July i-September 30, 1976 transition period; and 
$3 million each for fiscal years 1977 and 1978 for auto 
'fuel economy programs; and a total of $175 million for 
the transition period and fiscal years 1976 through 1978 

for research and development programs. 

Also, committee voted to recommend that the Senate 
discharge the committee from the further considera- 
of HR - 5357; authorizing funds for the Secreteary 
of Commerce to promote tourist travel in the United 
States, which action was subsequently taken and the 
bill was passed by the Senate.
